Lieut. John J. Holloway died on the 
27tb ult. suddenly at the residence of his father 
n Russellville. 'When the war commenced 
be was a student at Union College, Schenec- 
tady, in bis Junior year; be left his studies 
and entered the 25lh Kentucky infantry as 
Second Lieutenant in September, 1861, and 
served with distinction nntil April, 1862, 
when, upon the consolidation of that regi- 
ment with the 17th Kentucky, be resigned, 
haring fought gallantly at Fort Donelson, 
where he was severely wounded. In August 
of the same year he entered the 8th Kentucky 
cavalry as First Lieutenant of company E, 
and was mustered out of service at the expi- 
ration of the term on the Thursday preceding 
his death. He commanded his company for 
five months before his death, and took part in 
the pursuit and captnre of Morgan's raideis, 
on which occasion be was distinguished for 
his ondannted courage and persistent energy. 
He possessed all the'noble qualities of an 
amiable gentleman and a brave and gallant 
ofiicer. He won the love and esteem of every 
man in bis regiment, and his death at the early 
age of twenty-two will be deeply regretted by 
all who knew h im. 

Ig^^he National Grand Lodge of Odd Fel- 
lows met at Baltimore last week. The Grand 
(Secretary reported a tabular statement of the 
statistics of the order as far as could be ascer- 
tained. There are no reports from the Grand 
Lodges of Virginia, North Carolina, Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, Texas, Louisi- 
ana, Arkansas, Tennessee, New Mexico, and 
the British North American Provinces. The 
reports from the other States and Territories 
thow that they contain 2,759 subordinate lodg- 
es, with 132,17',i members. During the year 
ending on the 30th June last, the aggregate 
amount expended for the relief of brothers 
was $288,165 46, and for the relief of wid- 
owed families $50,949 6.3, and for the educa- 
tion of orphans $8,038 06. The report also 
slates that in the same States and Territories 
there are 513 subordinate encampments, with 
17,687 members. Relief was afforded to the 
amount of $32,317 30 to patriarchs, and $2,- 
5,37 16 for the relief of widowed families, 
while $62 00 were expended for the education 
of orphans.

This body convened at Glasgow, Kentucky, 
on the 30th of Septembei, 1863. In the ab- 
sence of the presiding officer, Bishop Kavan- 
augh, the Conference was called to order by 
Rev. A. n. Bedford, on whose motion. Rev. 
Robt. Fisk took the chair till an organization 
could be effected. Afier the usual interesting 
religious exercises in the opening of the ses- 
sion, and the tailing of the roll by the Secretary 
ofthe lest Conference, the members very gen- 
erally being present to answer to their names, 
which has not been the case for two or three 
years pas*. Rev. Jno. H. Linn, D. D. was de- 
clared elecced President on the first ballot. 
(In taking his seat, he made some very feeling 
and appropriate remarks, expressing regret 
at the absence of the Bishop who, it seems, 
is detained at home owing to severe fimily 
a’Hictions. 

Revs. N. H. Lee and David Morton were 
elected Secretaries, and the Conference pro- 
ceeded at once to business. 

Committee on Missions — The Presiding El- 
ders ofthe various Districts. 

On the Bible Cause — G. B. Parsons, E. G. 
Nicholson, and Artemas Brown. 

Joint Board of Conference Stewards — Cleri- 
cal members — Revs. G. W. Brush, L. P. Cren- 
shaw, I). A. Beardsley, Artemas Brown, Jas. 
A. Henderson, and Jas. C. Petrie. Lay mem- 
bers — Charles F. Harvey, James, VV. Cowherd, 
Thomas J. Gorin, Vivian D.aniel, M. L. Ba- 
con, and E. B. Newcomb. 

Book Committee — C. B. Parsons, E. G. 
Nicholson, E. M. Crow, David Morton, Henry 
M. Ford, snd S. L. Murrell. 

On Sabbath Schools — J. H. Owen, E. W. 
Bottomley, and E. M. Crow. 

On Education — C. B Parsons, E. G. Nichol- 
son, U. M. Ford, J. H. Owen and S. L. Mur- 
rell. 

After fixing the hours of meeting and the 
times for preaching and other religious exer- 
cises, A. H. Bedford, as agent of the Confer- 
ence Book and Tract Society, made his an- 
nual report, which was received and. referred 
to the Committee on Books. Communica- 
tions, also, on the snbject of education ftom 
Dr. Stevenson, in respect to his connec- 
tion with the Rnssellville Female Institute, 
and Rev. D. D. Moore, of Princeton, Ky., were 
received and appropriately referred. 

The names of the several young members 
on trial were called, and their characters 
passed. The names of the Deacon^ also, af- 
ter being severally called, the Presiding El- 
ders giving their ministerial aud religious 
itatuf, their characters passed. Henry M. 
Ford and Samuel P. Hinds were received into 
full connection. Others absent wonld be act- 
ed on at a future time. 

In answer to the question of the Discipline, 
“Are all the preachers blameless in their life 
and official cidministration?” The names 
of Revs. Bottomly, Linn, Parsons, Brush, 
Onins, and Lee, the Louisville preachei^ be- 
ing called, their characters passed, the latter 
being placed in a superannuated relation at 
his own request. Dp to the hour of adjourn- 
ment the lime was consumed in the examina- 
tion of character, and the following passed, 
viz; VTm. Holman, J. P. Goodson, J. H. 
Owen, Richard Dcering, and Chas. Y. Boggess. 

SECOND DAT. 

At half past 8 A. M., Dr. Linn in the Chair, 
religions services having been already con- 
ducted the half hour previous, after calling the 
roll, in answer to the third question of the 
Discipline : “Who are admitted into full con- 

nection?” the names of several came up for 
examination, resulting in the reception of the 
following young ministers, viz: Dennis Spur- 
rier, Timothy 0. Peter^ Sam. P. Hinds, and 
Wm. T. Reid, and their election to Deacon's 
orders. The names of the following, after 
paesing their characters, were discontinued at 
their own request, viz: James A. Crutch- 

field ard Wm. F. Harrell. The character of 
Robert A. Holland passed and be was discon- 
tiin d, te being connected with the Georgia 
Conference. 

The following members were elected to 
Elder’s orders, viz; James M. Lawson, John 
L. Brown, David A. Beardsley. James A. 
Lewis was continned as Deacon at his own 
request, not being prepared to pass examina- 
tion on the course or study for the fourt's year. 
At this etoge, the President introdneed to the 
Conference Rev. Mr. Brooks, Baptist, in whose 
church the conference is holding its sessions. 

Rev. A. H. Bedford, book agent, in pursu- 
ance of bis offer of a Bible, existing $50, as a 
pr< mium to that member of the Conference 
who should purchase the largest amount of 
books during the year past, announced that 
Rev. David Morton was entitled to it, his bill 
for books amounting to the sum of $1,015; 
but, inasmuch as Rev. L. B. Davison was 
but little behind, having purchased to the 
amount of $970, he would bestow on him a 
Bible costing $40. By request, the President, 
Dr. Linn, made the presentation, which he 
did in a very interesting speech. 

The examination of characters was again 
resumed. H. T. Burge and Wm. S. Asbury 
were granted locations at their own requests. 
The following named were granted a super- 
annuated relation; John Randolph and Wm. 
Childers, and John R. Strange and Wm. B. 
Edmunds were made supernumeraries. Pend- 
ing the examination, the Conference adjourn- 
ed. 

third day. 

The Conference assembled at the usual hour, 
and following the religious exercises, upon 
the President taking the chair, an unlooked- 
for visit was made by the Provost Marshal’s 
aids, who, with Captain Nelson, entered the 
church, a company of guards remaining upon 
the outside. The Conference being called to 
order, the Lieutenant read the special order 
from Mai. Martin, commandant of this post, 
in which it was expressed that if there were 
any disloyal ministers present, unwilling to 
take the oath of allegiance, they were to be 
arrested at once, Ac. To test the matter the 
Lieutenant proposed to the preachers to salute 
the old flag. Dr. C. B, Parsons was tlie first 
to come forward and boldly take the staff in 
band and wave the flag. lie was immediate- 
ly followed by his brethren, the members of 
the Conference generally, in like manner. 
Under the circumstances, in the Church of 
God, Christ's ambassadors present, numbering 
over a hundred, and some of them with the 
suspicion of disloyalty resting upon th.>m, it 
was a scene ot thrilling interest. 

The Lieutenant had a few names he now 
called upon to know their position, evidently 
presented to the Marshal by some one preju- 
diced against them, for, as was proved in the 
few moments’ investigation, they were un- 
doubtedly loyal men. In the closing up of 
this liitle episode, the President of the Con- 
ference, Rev. Dr. Linn, so well known in 
Louisville, took the Hsg-staff in band and 
made the following impromptu speech: 

Bni:Tfini:s : This is no unexpected deinaiid, lull 
you have mot it pr.*mptly. We recuaui/.e that civil 
covornmcDt ie a liiviuc Institution, appointed for the 
nenefit of meukiiid. and that ihie ie the doctrine of 
the Hoi) Ncriptiiree, nut onix from ite generai tenor, 
hnt ite direct command. Hence (IhrietiaDltr, with, 
out con promieing lu letter or spirit, enjoins obe^Ii- 
ence under any form of goyerumeut under which we 
live. This we recognize ae Mrticularly iiicniubent on 
Christian ministers. This flag, prosoutod to you as a 
lest of loyalty, is an eiub'em of c; iistitntional liberty 
tacreti to eyery AniMlcan'e heart by tbo memoriea of 
the ^t— dear to every Christian because bone.'ith its 
ample folds tbo ftlinlster of the Goepel aud the Mis- 
eicnary of tile Croes liave tonnd protection wherever 
our government has been represented. It ie to us too 
guarantee of all the protection that Christianity 
uesds— rights of conscience — freodem to worship God 
—as such we greet this liag. Ijet Methodist preucliore, 
more than all other men, bo loyal to tbo govurnmsut 
In which they live. 

The usd article of our faith enjoins tills as a duty. 
This article has not he«ai repudiates ny m., and antil it 
is we are only loyal to the Church while we are loyal 
to the Government that protects our beloved Zion. 

Sir Isaid the President, .handing the llag track totlie 
ofDcerj, we appreciate your poaition. It is the dn'v of 
a eoldier to obey— to follow ni- Hag. Take thisaflag, 
and may it be untiu-nlehed In yourhands. 

The military left satisfied, and the Confer- 
ence at once proceeded with its routine of bu- 
siness. 

Rev. A. H. Bedford presented the claims of 
the Book and Tract Depositary of Louisville. 
Notwithstanding the disastrous fire, by wbich- 
be had been the greatest sufferer, a large num- 
ber of his brethren bad rallied to bis support. 
He wished all the subscribers to rally, pay 
their annuities promptly, and continue to 
purchase largely, as be was able to guarantee 
tbim everything in the book line, down to 
stationery of all kinds, cheaper than they can 
be obtained anywhere in the West. As to 
Methodist literature, it was the beat in the 
world, and needs only to be circillated to 
cause the people to believe it. Methodist 
preachers, with their saddle-bags loaded, are 
the agents, Ac. His remarks became more 
pungent and interesting as he proceeded, but 
are too lengthy to report here. No evil effects 
are apprehended in the spread of wholesome 
literature through the land. 

A report has been prepared by the Book 
Conimiitee, endorsing the efficiency of the 
Agency, wbiih was now read and adopted, 
Mr. Bedford being continued, and the Book 
Boom interest enjoined upon the preachers 
and commended to the people.

A. McCown, and A. C. Dewitt were con- 
tinued in their cu;e a’ liistel relation. 

Chaplain Brittow proposed to be one of ten 
to raise a purse ot $.50 for Rev. A. Moore. In 
about five minutes $51 was collected. 

'The examination of ministerial character 
was again resnmed, and all passed, save one 
or two who were absent ftom tUeir work— ra- 
ftr-ed.

Cairo, Oct. 5. 

By the arrival of the steamer J. B. Perry, 
we have one day's later advices from Memphis, 
Vicksburg, and Little Rock — news to the 28th 
ult. At nine o’clock on the night of the 27th 
the despatch boat Jnieana, Oapt. Thomas, ex- 
ploded her boiler when below Grand Lake 
bound up from Vicksburg. The steamer is 
now undergoing repairs at Skipwith's Land- 
ing. The old Sam Gaty was sunk by a snag 
last Thursday at the latter place. Everything 
is quiet at Little Rock, in a military point of 
view. 

Price’s retreating army was last heard from 
in the vicinity of Shreveport, Louisiana, 
bonnd for some point in Texas. Many of the 
citizens of Little Rock who left in Price’s 
army are now leaving in scores. 

The people of the State generally hail the 
restoration of Federal rule with pleasure. 
They have been long bowed down by iron 
despotism, and welcome the hour of deliver- 
ance with open demonstration of Joy.

Washington, Oct. 5. 

The evidence in Major-General Milroy's 
case, with a review of the testimony by Judge 
Advocate Holt, has been laid before the Pres- 
ident for decision. 

The sale of government 20s during the first 
three davs of October were nearly two and a 
half millions. 

There are no new arrangements for the ex- 
change of prisoners. All civilians paroled 
before May 6 and military before Sept. 12 are 
exchanged. 

The demand of the Government for infor- 
mation as to the treatment of negro troops still 
remains unanswered. 

The Russian officers are to be invited by 
private parties to take a trip to Pittsburg, and 
as far as St. Louis, and also to Washington. 
They will probably stay all winter. 

Charleston refugees report four lines of ob- 
structions in the harbor, and a line of 
piles driven twenty-five feet broad, with stone 
between. They say the attacking force can- 
not march beyond Fort Johjison, and that it 
would take a year, without the interruption 
of hostile cannon, to remove them. 

’The Miesouri delegation are still remaining, 
having placed with Mr. Lincoln a mass -of 
documentary evidence to sustain their charges 
agamst Gamble and Schofield. They still 
await an answer, and are not sanguine of 
perfect fuccess. 

Admiral Dahlgren in a private letter writes: 

“I see by the reliel papers that the rebels not 
only declined my request to give up Sumpter, 
but called the demand puerile and assuming, 
which is a lie outright. No such language was 
used. It is a poor effort of some of the chiv- 
alry to keep up their spirits.”

The Richmond Dispatch of the 31 has the 
following: “There was nothing from General 
I.ee’s army last evening. The rain of Thurs- 
day and Yesterday was very heavy in the vi- 
cinity of Gordonsville.” 

The ssnie paper says the rapid advance in 
all the necessaries of clothing and subsistence 
threaten us with great distress. There is no 
use disguising the truth that a defeat on the 
fettle- field could hardly bring more suffering. 
We know the currency is depressed, but it is 
not depreciated as much as the prices would 
indicate. Produce must be distributed, prices 
must be reduced, or there will be intense 
suffering witnessed. 

The Dispatch of Friday, Oct. 2, treating up- 
on affairs in East Tennessee, concludes as fol- 
lows: “Upon the whole, as far as we can 
Judge, relative to the situation of the two ar- 
mies, from the meagre information afforded 
by the telegraph, that of Bragg seems to be 
encouraging; that of Rosecrans gravely criti- 
cal. The Yankees, however, are making pro- 
digious efforts to reinforce the latter, having 
alieady despatched troops from Meade’s army 
and a large number of troops from Vicksburg 
and other ^uthern points.” 

The report that Knoxville had been taken 
by Gen. Sam Jones and that Burnside had 
retreated toward Cumberland Gap seems gen- 
erally credited. 

The speech of Postmaster General Blair in 
an adjoining county in Marylaiidon Saturday 
last is creating quite a sensation. He took 
a bold conservative stand, denouncing what 
he calls the revolutionary schemes ot the ab- 
olitionists, and stating that it was no purpose 
of the war to annihilate State laws. In coii- 
clnsion he said it is manifest that the Presi- 
dent must steer bis course between the strong 
conflicting tides of two revolutionary move- 
ments, that of the nullifiers to destroy the 
Union and set up a Southern Contederacy, 
and that of the ultra abolitionists which has 
set out to disfranchise the South on the pre- 
text of making sure the emancipation of the 
slaves. It is not improbable that the latter, 
though aiming at a different result, will be 
found co-operating in the end with the con- 
spirators of the South and their foreign allies. 
They may piefer parting with the South to 
partnership and equality under the Constitu- 
tion.

At all events, the 
rebels will be compelled to concentrate a 
large force, if none is there at present, and 
should the latter be the case, our troops are 
nnmerous enough to fight a heavy eugage- 
mtnt, and the result can be no other than a 
Union victory.

1 am very much fatigued, but, knowing 
there is mneh anxiety lelt about this com- 
mand, not only that which grows out of ap- 
prebensioDSri’or its safety, but an ardent wish 
that it may reach its destination in time to 
give aid to the Army of the Cumberland, 
which is now struggling against such tremen- 
dous odds. The command marched from 
Glasgow on the 25th, with infantry, cavalry, 
and artillery, and has made this point (sevea- 
tj -five miles) in four days — haring to pull the 
wagon train up many of the bills. This is a 
hilly, woody country ; so you see we are ma- 
king good time. We have yet 105 milestogo, 
and will make it by the 4th of October. There 
is to much devolving on the officers to hurry 
forward this command, that they hare but 
little time for rest. General Manson takes a 
band at everything, not refusing to pull at the 
ropes to help' the mules up the hills. We have 
not heard of the enemy except in small squads, 
who are at their old game, even in their own 
State of Tennessee — horse stealing. We met 
a poor fellow to-day who hod been sacked by 
some of Ferguson's cutthroats, only a few 
miles in our front. We had as well chase the 
mountain eagle as these men; they know 
well the biding places, and avail themselves 
of them. I think it would be a good plan 
to bang these scamps when they are caught. 
All the people claim to be good Union men, 
although they may have Just returned from 
ote of their thieving scouts. The roadside in 
many places was lined with home-span women 
and children, all of whom bailed us with 
great Joy, and said that all the men bad gone 
to war, and bade us God speed, and hoped we 
might kill all the rebels. To. look at the de- 
seited and mined village of -Albany, you will 
see the reason of the wish they express to pun- 
ish the destroyers of not only home, so far as 
its mere property is concerned, but, with that, 
have conscripted their husbands, fathers, 
brothers, and sweethearts; in their loneliness 
they are in a desolated country. 

3 ho saddest picture in the book of tim ‘ is the 
village of Albany; it makes one feel lonely 
and think ofghosts; only three families there, 
and only one man; bouses broken to pieces; 
the public buildiugs, courthouse and clerk’s 
office, standing open, records all gone; the 
few who are there are not half clad, with 
yery little to eat. If some of those benevolent 
people who are always hunting for objects of 
charity were to send an agent into this vil- 
lage the God of benevolence would smile upon 
their efforts, and for once they would operate 
in a field where it was impossible to find an 
impostor to feed bis laziness on charity. 

The question of forage presents many hard 
scenes; no one man has enough to feed our 
stock. To take all and leave the women and 
! children to suffer, is truly hard, and the best 
efforts of the officers often fail to protect them. 
A soldier will feed bis horse. The land is 
poor and the com light; it requires acres to 
supply the demand to keep the bills and moun- 
tain gorges from being rendered vocal with 
the unearthly sound of the braying of hungry 
mules. • _ _ VOX.

Plaintiff claims damages on ac- 
count of the destruction by fire of his mill, 
which was located in Kenton county, about 
eight miles from Covington. At the time 
Kirby Smith’s rebel army was threatening 
that city, information, ftom a reliable source, 
reached Gen. Lew Wallace that Scales's mill 
was being used night and day in grinding 
wheat and corn for the rebel troops. He ac- 
cordingly directed a company of Home Guards 
to burn it, which was done; hence the suit. 

f^'We have heard, says the Frankfort 
Commonwealth, the conduct of Colonel W. II. 
Hays, of the 10th Kentucky infantry, in the 
late battle, spoken of in the highest terms of 
admiration. After an entire brigade support- 
ing Loomis’s battery had been driven back 
and the battery captured by the rebels, he ral- 
lied the 10th Kentucky, and, together with 
the lOib Indiana, retook it. The 10th Ken- 
tucky, in this its first battle, opened the fight 
on Saturday and continusd in Hue until 2 
o’clock Sunday, losing in killed and wounded 
over one-third of its numbers. 



Major B. B. Smith, doing provost duty 
at Memphis, caught the cotton fever, and tak- 
ing some Government teams with him went 
some twelve miles into the country in the 
rear of Memphis, on Wednesday last, where 
he gobbled thirty-three bales of the great sta- 
ple. He bad reached a point within nine 
miles of Memphis on bis return, when he was 
attacked by guerillas, the cotton and wagons 
burned, and himself robbed of $525 in cash, 
bis coat, boots, spurs, and bis horse and those 
attached to the wagons. The guerillas es- 
caped with their booty. 

8@*Tbe Memphis Journal learns that the 
cotton has been killed by the late frosts, aud 
that the yield will not, in West Tennessee, 
exceed one-fourth of what is usual. Add to 
this the fact that a very small breadth of laud 
has been planted, and we deduce a very limit- 
ed supply of cotton. It is correct to suppose 
that the blight that destroyed the young balls 
in West Tennessee has ruined the crops in 
North Carolina, Alabama, Mississippi, and 
Arkansas. 

I®“A11 the city school buildings at New 
Albany, and a number of those in this city, 
have been again taken by the Government for 
hospital purposes. The hospitals in this city, 
New Albany, and Jeffersonville are under the 
superintendence of MaJ. T. W. Fry, an ex- 
perienced physician and officer, who has 
placed them in the best possible condition. 
Fifteen hundred cots have been added to the 
hospital accommodations at New Albany. 

MS' Intelligence has been received of the 
death of Lieut. Col. Richard Rockingham, of 
the 6th Kentucky volunteers. He was wound- 
ed in the battle of Chickamauga and taken 
prisoner. After falling into the hands of the 
enemy, he was placed in one of their hospitals. 
A shell from one of our b.atteries penetrated 
the building, killing a number of the inmates,

Important Indian Nbws. — Joseph Dema- 
rais, the half breed interpreter, came to tbe 
camp of Lieut. Randolph, of Company G, 8th 
regiment, with a report of an interview with 
Sweet Corn. We subjoin an account of the 
conversation with the Indian chief, as it was 
related at Lieut. Randolph’s camp by the in- 
terpreter: 

“Sioux Camp, Foot of Lakh Traverse, ) 

“Sept 12, 1863. J 

“The half-breed, Joseph Demarais, Jr, 
came to camp and reported that he yestesday 
faw aud conversed with Sweet Corn, fifteen 
miles from here, up the Lake. He (Sweet 
Corn) said that h» came to see if his father's 
grave had been desecrated, he haviug been 
so informed, but was happily disappointed. 

“He says that a part of the young men of 
Little Crow s band are in parties of four and 
five on the war path, for the purpase of visit- 
ing the settlements and stealing horses. 

‘ He says (he Yonctons, Sissetons, his, and 
Standing Buffalo’s bands wish to keep by 
themselves and away from the Indians below, 
and Little Crow’s band and those who actad 
with them in their raid last fall. 

“He says that the miners who were mur- 
dered by the Indians commenced the fight by 
killing a young Indian warrior who was car- 
rying a letter left by Gen. Sibley for the Indi- 
ans. The Indian was approaching the miners 
w ith the letter in bis hand above his head. 
There were twenty-two miners killed and 
over thirty Indians. The Indians got several 
large sacks of gold dust, 

“He says that he will give himself up this 
fall, and that Standing Buffalo talks of doing 
tbe same soon. He says that Standing Buf- 
falo was coming to Gen. Sibley for the pur- 
pcie of giving himself np, and was within six- 
ty rods of Dr. Weiserwhen he (I)r. Weiser) 
was shot and the fight begun. He also says 
that the Indians commence the fight because 
one of Gen. Sibley’s scouts, a Sioux, told the 
young men not to give themselves up, for the 
whites would hang them — or this, at least, 
was the excuse given by the young men for 
commencing the fight. 

“He said the Indian signs seen here were 
probably made by a sqtiad of Little Crow's 
band, five in number. He met one of ihem 
the day befirefthe 10th) with an American 
horse, the Indian claiming that he had stolen 
it from the settlements. 

“He advised Demarais to leave his camp at 
Lake Traverse. The reason he gave for ‘this 
advice was that if any of the young men 
should find him they would kill him. This 
was in the afternoon. Demarais left imme- 
diately, and came into our camp the next 
morning. Sweet Corn leaving for the Indian 
rendezvous near the Missouri. He had three 
men ffUb him.'’

The Great Frost. — A correspondent of the 
New York Tribune, writing from Union coun- 
ty, HI., fays: 

On Sept. 1st I sent you an account of tbe 
great frost on the night of Aug. 29th, from 
Decatur. I now write of another frost, which 
wme Just three weeks later. Sept. 20th. On 
Monday of this week I left Cleveland, on luy 
way home from the Ohio State Fair. 

All kinds of vegetation was green; even 
the cucumber vines were as fresh as in June. 
C>n reaching Chicago, the Prairie I'armer folks 
surprised me with the statement that another 
frost had killed all that the other frost had 
spared. 1 could not imagine that it had reached 
oursemi-tropical latitude of Southern Illinois. 

Tbe frost of Aug. 29 had killed everythiug 
on low grounds from 36= to 40=, leaving the 
crops North and South of these ^points uu- 
harmed, and also the crops withiu the degrees 
named which were on grounds the least ele- 
vated. It was computed that about one half 
of the corn in tbe great central corn region 
was destroyed. This last frost made a clean 
sweep of all that was left, and also extended 
South as far as 36°, or 70 miles south of Cairo. 
Meanwhile the corn had been rapidly matur- 
ing, and only very late pieces, which the first 
(rest saved, are mneh injured, but the fodder 
is gone. I think that it will be a fair esti- 
mate to say that at least one-third of the whole 
cerncropof the West is a total loss— while 
much of tl]e rest is badly bitten, in fact, very 
little if any corn of first quality of this year s 
growth will be sent to market, so impossible 
will it be to separate the good from the bad. 
But there are large stocks of old corn on hand, 
eo that on the whole we shall not be very bad- 
ly off; and yet many farmers whose grounds 
were low lust every ear by tbe first frost, and 
ruin or distress is before them. 

The direct consequence of this must be that 
a great supply of beef cattle will soon be sent 
to your market. After that, scarcely any can 
te sent, and this from the regions which, 
through the whole years hitherto, has sent 
most. Pork cau but be scarce and high, as 
well as many other articles depending upou 
this crop. 

We are consoled with the reflection that 
wheat and oats never were better, and that 
they cannot be taken from us; aud the old 
story of the planter may be repeated : as, talk- 
ing to his wife, he says, “It is true there is no 
corn, but there is plenty of wheat, and, if the 
boisestand niggers cannot live on it, they may 
starve.’’ 

Yesterday, as I came down from Chicago 
toward Cairo, I saw that the cornfields look 
drier, and that garden vegetables were cut off. 

1 inquired of those coming North and had 
gloomy accounts, and at last I was forced to 
conclude that the frost was harder at Cairo 
than at Chicago. The corn, of course, was 
out of the way, but the tobacco, the late po- 
tatoes, which usually grow more than half 
during October, all flowers, and late-growing 
vegetables, have become as dry and sere as 
one ever sees them in February. It was a 
hard, black frost, which, on last Sunday 
morning, was scraped up by handfuls. Even 
the leaves of peach trees are killed. It is a 
fact that on last New Year’s Day I had peach 
trees as green as any I have to- day. Perhaps 
tbe loss of our buckwheat touches one of our 
most tender spots. So much for common 
farm products. 

The great crop of sugar cane, on which so 
much depended, is ruined. Then, as regards 
the cotton — oh, dear! — this cuts me down. I 
care little for tbe eighj acres of my own; but 
(or the grand experiment which a few weeks 
of good weather would have proved a su:xes3, 
this I do care for. I know, tco, that many de- 
)>ended on this crop to place them out of debt. 
One can almost weep to see t be vast fields 
which a few days ago were so green, but 
which now are dead and black. One farmer, 
a neighbor, from Tennessee, who has ten acres, 
thinks that the frost has destroyed half of bis 
crop, for the case is this; when the bolls are 
fully formed frost does not hurt thorn, but 
opens them the same as it does the chestnut 
burr. His piece is early, and he will get about 
two baits. Ifl get a quarter of a crop from 
my eight acres, 1 shall do well enough. There 
is another thing to be said. This region is 
very hilly. Farms on the high grounds are 
good for fruit. Very many farmers have 
planted cotton on such places, and the frost 
has not touched the cotton. In talking with 
the farmers to-day at a gathering, they all 
agree in saying that not more than half is de- 
stroyed. 

1 have a word to add about what the New 
York Times of the 18ch said of cotton in Illi- 
nois: that is, as they predicted last spring, 
not a bale cf cotton will lie raised north of 
the Ohio river, that cotton cannot be raised 
north of Tennessee, and that the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad bad better take back its state- 
ments about its lands being good for cotton. 
It is a good thing for one to talk about a thiag 
if he knows anything about it. Facts, and 
not theories, are what we want. 

Now, the fact is, that for more than forty 
years cotton has been raised in Illin jis as far 
north as Vandalia, and during all this time it 
has done first rate except one year only, when 
it was killed in June. Within this region are 
thousands of families who, during the whole 
time, and up to the present moment, have 
worn scarcely any other cotton cloth than 
such as they themselves raised, spun, and 
wove. If the frosts of the year prove th.it 
cotten cannot be raised here, they also prove 
that corn cannot be raisad in Central Illinois, 
i never saw finer fields of tobacco than I saw 
last week near Cleveland, on Lake Erie. If 
frosts prove anything they prove that tobac- 
co cannot be raised in Kentucky, but that it 
can raised is Northern Ohio. 

I think I know upon what authority the 
Times makes these wild statemeais. After 
the frost of August 30, M. L. Dunlap, of Cham- 
paign, sent a despatch to the Chicago Tribune, 
and, among other things, said that, as he ex- 
pected, all of the “free cotton was destroyed.” 
What Mr. Dunlap meant was “tree cotton, ’ 
which 1 saw growing at his place, and which 
the Agricultural Department sent out among 
other stuff as a great thing. Mr. Dunlap 
knows better than to make any such s’ate- 
ment as the types represent. This reminds 
me of an error of the types in my own case, 
for in speaking of raiu-belts in the Tribune, 

I wrote, “they are one hundred miles wide.’’ 
it was printed “two miles wide.” Living on 
the ground here, I ought to know all about 
the cotton prospects, and I have to say, “I 
care not what you or other men may say, as 
for my single self, next year I shall plant at 
least twenty acres of cotton.” 

A Shbewi) Obderlt. — A fter the 1st Michi- 
gan bad left tbe main column, in the late ad- 
vance on tbe Rapid Ann, General Kilpatrick 
desired to communicate with it. Major Cook, 
chief of staff, with an orderly, started directly 
across the country to deliver the message, un- 
der the supposition that the regiment bad met 
with no opposition, and was quietly ensconced 
at Stevensburg. After going about four miles, 
a suspicious looking picket was perceived, 
when tbe orderly, who had on a light colored 
cap, advanced and asked if they were “Hood’s 
(rebel) men,” to which the picket replied, 
"No, we are Robinson’s.” The orderly, not 
disconcerted in the least, said, “Well, we are 
all ordered in — the Yankees are in force Just 
over yonder, and advancing.” The reserve of 
this picket was in sight, and seeing the lieu- 
tenant in command ^vancing the orderly re- 
tired and npon meeting Major Cook told him 
what had occurred. They leisurely walked 
away, and it was not until they had got out of 
sight of the picket that they deemed it pru- 
dent to tun their horses. The same orderly 
wascaptnred in Culpepper, but made the rebels 
believe that he was ‘'one of them,” and es- 
caped.

We confess our apprehensions that a 
serious rererse has befollen the second expedi- 
tion from Louisiana to Texas. Several days 
ago, a private despatch was reported to have 
been received in New York that Gen. Weitzel 
had been defeated by Gen. Dick Taylor, in 
command of the rebel forces at Napoleon, La., 
and, a day or two afterwards, a rebel organ 
was announced as stating on the authority of 
one of the New Orleans papers, all of which 
are loyal, that the Federal arms had sustained 
a very serious disaster in Louisiana. And now 
it is announced, under date of the 23d from • 
Vicksburg, that the expedition to Texas is 
abandoned. We hope that all is right, but 
the Federal Administration is so rigid in pro- 
hibiting the transmission of unfavorable news 
by telegraph, that, when we get bad rumors 
from uncertain sources, we are always pain- 
ftilly anxious until we get the truth in a relia- 
ble shape. We think the whole country has 
often been puzzled in trying to conjecture what 
advantage the high functionaries of the Gov- 
ernment could possibly promise to themselves 
or to the country from keeping back for a day 
qr two the news which is as certain to be 
known then as the earth is to turn upon its 
axis. 

Artl^all, however, we have a strong hope, 
we may say a belief, that there has been no 
federal reverse in Louisiana. We trust, that, 
if the second expedition to Texas has been 
abandoned, the policy has been adopted of 
adding the strength of that expedition to the 
Army of the Cudiberland. 

g^’The 2d division of the 20th army corps 
at the battle of the Chickamauga was com- 
manded by Brigadier-General R.VtT. Johnson. 
Previous to the fight it had been encamped at 
one of the depressions of Pigeon Mountain 
called Catlett’s Gap. On the morning of the 
19th orders were received to push forward to 
the support of the left wing, which was done, 
Gen. Johnson reporting to Gen. Thomas, who 
instructed him to move up in the direction of 
the-battle, where the cannonading was fiercest. 
As the division approached the spot. General 
Thomas in person ordered it to form its battle 
line and advance to the attack. This advance 
was made in a somewhat obli<|ue direction to 
the main line, with Willich’s brigade on the 
right, Baldwin's on the left, and Dodge's as 
a reserve, and the rebels were forced back. 
At this time Hazen’s brigade, on the right of 
the 2d divisisn, being heavily pressed, Gen. 
Johnson sent his reserve under Dodge to its 
relief, which it accomplished briskly at dou- 
ble-quick and in the most gallant manner. In 
the impetuosity of the advance of Willich and 
Baldwin, the rebels were driven about a mile 
back along their entire front, but there was 
no co-operating movement on their flanks, 
so that Willich soon found his right unsup- 
ported, and was compelled to abandon his 
forward movement and hold his ground. This 
was done until aboutau hour before sundown, 
when the enemy made one of his tremendous 
attacks in full force on every side and the 
division was almost enveloped by overwhelm- 
ing numbers. This sanguinary battle was 
protracUd until it was impossible to distin- 
guish the enemy ftom our own troops, and a 
hand to hand fight ensued, which resulted in 
the repulse of the rebels, while the 2d divi- 
sion held its own position. In the meantime. 
General Thomas had ordered the division to 
fall back to a designated point at dark, and 
the brigade commanders, Willich, Baldwin, 
and Dodge, were notified of the contemplated 
movement. Soon after Colonel Baldwin re- 
ceived this order he fell, and the command 
devolved upon Colonel Berry, who was not 
aware of it until he saw the other brigades 
retiring. This unfortunate occurrence pre- 
vented the possibility of moving off all our 
wounded, and they consequently were taken 
prisoners. The disposition of the division for 
the night was made in conformity to Thom- 
as's orders, and General Johnson formed his 
line with Berry on the right. Dodge on the 
left, and Willich in reserve, the right resting 
against Palmer and the left on Baird. Pre- 
cautions were also taken during the night to 
erect breastworks to shelter his command, and 
the troops ley on their arms to snatch hurried 
repose after the severe labors of the first day’s 
fight. 

On Sunday, the 20th, all was quiet until 
about 10 o’clock, when the enemy advanced 
along the entire front with terrible energy, 
and for an hour or more hurled his masses 
against our division, which stood its ground 
nobly under one of the most terrific musketry 
fires ever known on this continent. The re- 
sult was the confused repulse of the rebels 
with immense loss of life. They did not 
make any further demonstration in force 
until 4 o’clock in the afternoon, when their 
masses were again impetuously hurled upon 
us. At this juncture, Gen. Baird in person 
appealed to Gen. Johnson for reinforcements 
or to make a supporting demonstration. In 
response, the gallant and untlaggiog*Willich 
was sent with the 9th, 15th, and 49lh Ohio, 
32d Indiana, and 5th Kentucky, and, charging 
the enemy, drove him back with great loss 
and then retired bis regiments to their former 
position. 

While the 2d division thus held its ground, 
Gen. Thomas gave orders for the withdrawal 
of the whole army. Gen. Johnson, presuming 
that this order was predicated upon the suppo- 
sition that his ftont was unmenaced, sent word 
to Gen. Thomas explaining the true position 
and showing the disastrous results tbat might 
follow a retreat. But before answer could be 
received the withdrawal had been commenced 
by Reynolds and Palmer, who were promptly 
followed by a harassing force of the enemy, 
which exposed the right of the 2d division to 
such an extent tbat it would have been inex- 
tricably involved but for the coolness of of- 
ficers and men which accomplished the with- 
drawal in as perfect order as if on dress pa- 
rade. The position of Willich’s 1st brigade in 
reserve was idmirable, as he was able to en- 
gage the rebels in four different directions, 
and ftem his well-planted artillery and prompt 
changes of direction be covered the with- 
drawal most effectively. The regiments at- 
tached to General Johnson’s 2d division 
were the 1st 15th, 49ib, and 93d Ohio, 
79th and 89th Illinois, titb, 29tb, and 30th In- 
diana, 77th Pennsylvania, and 5th Kentucky. 
The way they fought is best testified by the 
list of casualties, which gives an aggregate of 
1,629 killed, wounded, and missing. The death 
of Col. P. P. Baldwin, who commanded the 
3d brigade, was a serious loss to the service. 
He was the very soul of gallantry. Just be- 
fore he received his fatal wound, one of his 
regiments having become somewhat disor- 
ganized, he aized the colors and shouted out, 
‘‘Rally Round the Flag, Boys I" which pro- 
duced the desired effeet; the men rallied, and, 
reinspired, swept forward in terrible might’. 
Col. W. W. Berry, who succeeded to the com-i 
mand of the brigade at Baldwin’s fall, is one 
of the noble spirits who aided Rousseau iu the 
raising of troops at the first outbreak of the 
rebellion, and he has been as constantly in 
service with the Legion in all its battles as 
have been its regimental colors. The division 
in the two days’ fight captured seven pieces of 
artillery, took six or seven hundred prisoners, 
never yielded a foot of ground, repulsed ev- 
ery assault, and drove the rebels in every at- 
tack. ,

The News from Te.vnessei — The Rebels 
Thbeatbn Mcrfreesbobo and Drive in the 
Federal Piceets. — From gentlemen from 
Nashville, and from Nashville papers of yes- 
terday, received last night, we have a few de- 
tails of the movements of Generals Wheeler 
and Forrest in the vicinity of McMinnville 
and MorfVeesboro and along the line of the 
Nashville and Chattanooga Railroad. General 
Wheeler, it appears, with a cavalry force va- 
riously stated at from five to fifteen thousand, 

■ succeeded in crossing the Tennesse River at 
Washington, in Rhea county, on Friday last, 
and arriving in front of McMinnville early 
Saturday morning. The passage of the river 
was hotly contested |by Colonel Wolford’s 
F irst Kentucky Cavalry and Colonel Byrd’s 
Fourth East Tennessee Mounted Infantry. 
The Kentuckians and Tennesseeans, how- 
ever, were overpowered by the largely supe- 
rior force of the enemy, and compelled to fall 
hack — the Tennesseans losing a number of 
their men taken prisoners. 

When the enemy arrived in front of Mc- 
Mionville, wheeler demanded the uncondi- 
tional surrender of the town, which was de- 
fended by less than three hundred Federals, 
most of them convalescents. The demand 
was at first refused, and Wheeler placed bis 
artillery in position and proceeded to shell the 
town. ARer throwing a few shells he renew- 
eu bis demand for a surrender, and it was ac- 
cepted. He made prisoners of all the railroad 
employes, destroyed one locomotive, ten cars, 
tearing u|> the railroad track, and plundering 
the citizens indiscriminately. 

At 2 P. M. on Sunday, Col. Ed. McCook 
came np with a party of those who had cap- 
tured McMinnville and gave them battle, kill- 
ing and wounding one hundred and twenty- 
five, taking ninety prisoners (among them 
Col. Rnssell), and recapturing nearly all the 
plnnder. 

Sunday morning another detachment of 
heeler's force appeared in front of Murfrees- 
boro, driving, it is said, the Federals into their 
intrenchmente, making no further demonstra- 
tions on the works that day, but remaining in 
the neighborhood, where they were at the 
date of eur latest advices. 

Yesterday the rebel cavalry destroyed two 
bridges on the Nashville and Chattanooga 
Railroad, one across Stnart’s creek, and the 
other across a fork of Stone river, the latter 
four miles beyond Murfreesboro. The Nash- 
ville Press says that the military were taking 
active measures' to rebuild the bridges. 

Rebel Raid into Glasgow, K.v. — T he re- 
ports of another extensive rebel raid into Ken- 
tucky which were so industriously circulated 
about the city yesterday evenincr, are, in al- 
most every particular, false. The capture of 
Glasgow by a roving gang of bushwhackers 
is possibly true, but that the Federal troops 
stationed there were captured we have rea- 
sons to doubt. We publish below a letter re- 
ceived last night from a citizen of Cave City, 
without, of course, vouching for its correct- 
ness: 

Cave City, Ky., Oct. 6, 1863. 

To the Editor! of the Louiipille Journal: 

The rebels, under Hughes or Hamilton, in 
small force made dash into Glasgow this 
morning about sunrise, surprised and captured 
our forces (here.

The Crops in Shelby County. — We are in- 
formed by a highly respectable and well-post- 
ed farmer of Shelby county, who has lately 
visited all sections of that county, that the 
damage by the frosts of August and Septem- 
ber to the growing cross in that locality was 
very slight, indeed not worthy of considera- 
tiop. Neither corn nor tobacco were injured 
materially. The tobacco crop has about all 
been cut and boused, and the yield will be 
above the nsual average. Corn never looked 
better, though some few small fields which 
were planted unusually late in the season, are 
slightly injured. The potato crop is also de- 
Ecrib(d as good, and the area of land planted 
in this root is quite as large as in former sea- 
sons. 

VSS' The report which gained circulation 
in this city yesterday that a riot bad taken 
place at New Albany, in consequence of the 
large amount ot coal daily sent from that city 
to Louisville, to supply the demand here, is 
utterly without foundation. The report had 
one man killed. There has been no thought 
on the part of the citizens to interfere with 
any one who may either go or send to their 
city for coal. The price at New Albany yes- 
terday for best Pittsburg was fifty cents per 
bushel. 

J©* The Seymour, Ind., Times says of the 
late frosts in that vicinity : "So far as we can 
learn, beyond nipping here and there a patch 
of late corn, the frost did no particnlar damage 
in our vicinity. Speaking of corn, we may 
remark that this connty is bringing forward a 
heavy crop the present season.” We are con- 
fident that the reports of great damage to corn 
and tobacco by the frosts of August and Sep- 
tember have been greatly exaggerated, as we 
daily read accounts in our exchanges similar 
to the one given by the Seymour paper. 

We understand that Mr. Ambrose

TiiuTiikatrks.— O nr cltr walls and fences, since the 
eariy part of September, httve frequently exhibited to 
us the staring placards of “The Ghost!*' In other 
cities we bare board of spectral illusions, some of 
which, IB tholr pictorial grandeur, are recelTiug the 
fell lunge of rapiers in their impalpable diaphragms 
with perfect cotupc^ure, and others are laughing at 
people who Are pistols at their heads in the vaiu hope 
of qiilotiDg their nnquiet posthumous lires. Nothiug 
more terrible in tho way of wood*cuts has ever 
perpetrated, and there may be folks who are afraid to 
vielt the dramatic temples in which these phantoms 
take their noetnrnal walks, through fear that the 
trauscendnot liorror of the spectacle may turn their 
hair wlilte on the spot, after the huihlon of the prison* 
or of Cliilloii. Tonll persons possessing hfperst'nsitivo 
nerves, w*e hike pl«iisure in stating that notUiugcau 
be tamer, loss impressive, or more unsatisfactory to 
persons who have a taste for the supernatural than 
these transparent abeurditles— literally transparent, for 
they can be seen through by those who have half an eyt, • 
and the N. V. Journal of Commerce, with a 'ew skilful 
scientific exorcisms lays the ghosts completely and ex* 
plains the whole procejs of conjnration. It says who* 
ever has seeu the dramatic effort must acknowledge 
tiiat a person w ho has a fair view of the stage must l>e 
dull, who does not at once fathom the mystery 
without explanation. The whole thing is so ob- 
ttUNivc aud clumsy i At the extreme rear of tiie stage 
— olways at the rear, for the gboet cau't come In front 
— is the large plate glass, like that which fills the am* 
bitions windows of our large stores. This rests agaiust 
two uprights or pillars in the centre of the stage. In 
room>scent‘S, the pillars form a part of an open arch, 
which loi>hs ridiculously out of places for they !>elong 
neither to the architecture nor to tiie furnituroof the 
apartuieut. In rural scenes, the pillars are awkw'ardly 
dressed up as trees. But everybody, under all circum* 
Btaiicee, can see that they arc pillars, aud that their 
indispensable function is to ki*ep the manag‘*r's 
ccstly plate-glass from faltiog on the stage. For 
the greater security of the glass, its edges aro 
strongly framed in wood. This frame, being 
seeu in addition to the pillara, greatly contributes 
to destroy the small illusory power of the apparition. 
The plate glass is inclined towards the audience at 
an angle of or 30 degreea. lu front of it is a large 
opening in the stage, w'hkh is barely screened from 
view by a roof, like that under which the prompter at 
the opera hides himself, only much larger. This roof, 
or screen, being near the centre of the stage. Is in the 
way of all the actors, who are obligtHi to tread around 
amlabontit with gingerly cantion. An effort is made 
to conceal ail these ponderous contrivances by turning 
off the light ; but a single tallow dip on the stage suf- 
fice# to betray them. The person who docs the ghost 
is stationed l>«Death the stage, directly under tho r«.tof. 
W hen the spectral effec: is wanted, a powerful light is 
suddenly turucMl upon him from under the stage, and a 
reflect icii of bis body is thrown through theplatu glass 
to the same distance from the rear of the glass as the 
personating object is from tho front of It. If the object 
were vlHiUly in front, no one would b« surprised to s«<' 
the image in the glass, because everybody has observed 
his own image in the plate glass of tho streets, and 
atljuatcd bis hat or retied his cravat by it. The only 
difference at the theatres is, that, owing to the inclina- 
tion of the plate glass to the audience and the pro* 
^i6iouof the roof or screen on tlie stage, the image, 
powerfully illuiuloatod, is seen behind tho plateglass, 
while the object is coDceab'd. Unless the light below 
the Blago is very skilfully nianuged, and its rays ex- 
clusively concentrated on the object, a reflection of 
the surrounding timbers and otlier machinery <lown 
there is thrown up at tho samd time, producing the 
most ludicroiLs effects. At one of the ghent perform- 
ances recently a vision of the stage carpouter drinking 
a put of beer w'SHsent aloft with tbo spectref 

The ghost, ns at present produced, can never keep 
its bold on the stage, for the reason that the method 
of its production is too obvious; and also becituBo its 
spliere of«eKrations is confined to a space of a few 
feet behind tho plate glass, where it moves to ami fro 
like A tiger in a small cage. Besides, It cannot bo 
seeu well except by spc'Ctators immediately in front. 
The only gboet that is really valuable for dramatic 
purpases is one that might bo thrown into tho air 
(and will be when the matter is better understood), 
ftem a parabolic mirror, by the aid of the oxyhydro- 
gen or Urummond light, or by an appliciitioii of tho 
familiar principle of the camera obscura. A ghost 
that woukl move about with perfect free<1om all over 
the stage would be a desirable auxiliary to the drama ; 
but the plato-glasB ghost is only a Imre ! 

Ihe BUiSatioual drama in which BIrs. Waller 
sees fit to submerge Ler glorious talent, we per- 
eiv« to be the old piece of tbo Female Vampyro, 
altered but not improved. Her own fin* acting, 
the paiDE-taking of Mr. Albangh, and the charm- 
ing looks of Mias Ada Gray conld not rescue it 
from the contempt of all lovers of the true drama. 
It is aiiiiply an insult to popular lutelligence to mount 
such pieces on the stage, ami, if managers will descend 
to it, they must expect tholr merited reward in bad 
bouses. Mrs. Waller has never before played to unap- 
nreciative audiences in our city. 

At the Louisville to-night, Mr. Hackett, as FalstatT, 
lu the Merry Wives of Windsor, will show the fat 
knight in his amatory phase of character, which, by 
tho way, is more natural than the strange compound 
of selfishness, cowardice, coolness, wit, and jollity 
which fascinated the Prince of Wales.

New York, Oct. 6. 

The Post says, by the arrival of the steamer 
Fulton at this port, from Charleston, we have 
a report, apparently on good authority, that 
tbe headquarters of General Gilmore had been 
removed from Morris Island to Folly Island, 
the continual sinking of the beach of Morris 
Island rendering the removal of the Federal 
heac quarters, the body ot the troops, and the 
material a measure of convenience, while 
there are sanitary reasons which would til'i- 
mately be controlling. There are said to he 
other causes for the change, among them is, 
that the troops will not be less available in 
the future operations against Obarleston if 
they arc entirely out of the range of any bat- 
teries the rebels have or can erect on James 
Island. 

The recent firing from Gen. Gilmore’s bat- 
teries, of which we have received news from 
rebel sources, were directed almost exclusive- 
ly against the efforts that were making, and 
which Ihe rebels do not disclose, to erect new 
batteries in the ruins of Fort Sumpter. It 
appears that our recon noitering boats which 
passed near the walls during the night, dis- 
covered that the garrison was conducting ex- 
tensive operations, and indications were that 
the rebels who were gathering in large num- 
bers would be occupied in erecting batteries 
inside of the ruins, with the intention of using 
them when tbe works should bo sufficiently 
advanced to justify the removal of the broken 
walls and debris, which protect^ the work- 
men and concealed their operations from our 
view. The rapid and heavy firing of our guns, 
it is expected, will not only stop this work, 
bnt render the rebel occupation of Sumpter 
precarious if not impossible. 

General Gilmore's operations on Morris 
Island are actively going on. The battery on 
Cummings’ Point now shields our troops per- 
fectly, while the condition of Wagner is such 
as to protect the troops from all hazard. Still 
there are a few casualties, all of which occur 
in coDseqnence of unnecessary exposure. 

Tbe batteries which are intended to throw 
Greek fire are now nearly completed, and 
recent experiments have shown that the fire 
may bo safely and effectively used. Charles- 
ton is within fair range of the guns already 
placed, and which are in such numbers as will 
insure the destruction of the city when they 
are turned upon it. 

This event will not take place until other 
places are complete end the navy is ready to 
co-operate with the army. 

Complaint against Admiral Dahlgren is 
universal. Our naval officers and sailors be- 
lieve that Admiral Farragiit will soon take 
command of the fleet in Charleston harbor, 
and they express the utmost confidence that 
tbe result ot tbe operations there undertaken 
will be successful. 

Washington, Oct. 6. 

Lieut.-Commanding Chandler, of the San 
Jacinto, informs the Secretary of the Navy 
that on tbe 16th of Sept., in latitude 25.58 
north, and longitude 86.11 west, the steamer 
Lizzie Davie, a rebel blockade runner, was 
captured by that ship after a chase of 2 hours. 
She was liound from Havana' to Mobile, and 
left Havana on the I4tb of September, and 
was loaded with different articles for tbe rebel 
authorities. 

New York, Oct 6. 

The Commercial’s Washington correspond- 
ent says tbe President has prohibited tbe far- 
ther enlistment of Maryland slaves in arms. 
Also that tbe Goveroment will not allow any 
coirespondent to telegraph any news relative 
to Rosecrans’s army to the North, although 
extracts from tbe published columns of the 
Washington papers. 

Washington, Oct. 6. 

A band of gnerillas, under the famous 
Wheeler, of Loudon county, made a raid last 
night into Langley, six miles above George- 
town, driving in the pickets. They had two 
pieces of artillery. 

Major General Hancock, writing to a friend 
in Washington, expresses a hope to join the 
army within three weelfs. He is lame and 
not able to ride on horseWk, but his wound 
is healing. 

The case of Huoter, Chief Cleric of the State 
Departnunt, against Count Getouskee will be 
beard at the Criminal Court this week. The 
indictment alleges that tbe Gcrouskee publi- 
cation was for the purpesa of inducing the be. 
lietthat Hunter violated the confidence and 
responsibility of his office under tbe Govern- 
ment. 

Last night the gnerillas entered Fairfax C. 
H. and seized a considerable amount of sut- 
ler’s goods ; they also paid a visit to the Gov- 
ernment farm at Falls Chnreb, but vigilant 
guards frustrated their designs.

tod The King of Pr’ajfia has dissolved his 
Legislative Chamber and sent them bac’i to 
their constituents. The Philadelphia Press 
says this is the third lime within four years that 
he has performed this operation. In 1862 , 
when the Lower House, representing the peo- 
ple, refused to vote abudget for purposes which 
they all but unanimously condemned, Uis 
Prursian Majesty dissolved them. In 18G3,the 
Budget was again left unvoted, and the King 
again dissolves the Chamber. The Constitu- 
tion requires that the King shall convene both 
Chambers of tbs Diet, nobles and commons, 
between the beginning of November aod the 
middle of January. Tho King will do sc, 
perhaps, only he will try and get new and 
manageable men, in the Lower House, this 
time. It is not expected that he will suc- 
ceed. On the contrary, popular opinion is 
more against him than it ever was, on ac- 
count of this fresh outrage. He appeals to 
the national pride, bis Minister, Von Bismark, 
assuring the public that this is an appeal to 
them — against Austria! The Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph held the convention of German 
Kovt reigns, Princes, and Free Cities, at Frank- 
fort, without previously having arranged the 
programme with King William of Prussia, 
and then in tbe absence of that renowned 
niis-ruler, and this, it seems, is what the latter 
wishes tbe Prussians to take to heart. If 
Austria has slighted him, who can affirm 
that he did not deserve the slight? The dis- 
solution of the Lower Chamber is another 
downward step taken by the King of Prus- 
sia. One or two more, and he will cease 
to be in a capacity to injure or annoy his 
people.

The men and teams im- 
premed shall be placed in charge of the rail- 
ro^ company, who shall pay the owners of 
ibe same a reasonable compensation for the 
services rendered. Upon the proper certificate 
of the railroad company’s omcer exemption 
sWl be given to the negroes of those parties 
who have agreed to furnish the railroad com- 
pany with fijewood. also to those who may 
prelW to hire their negroes to parties having 
a contract with the railroad company tor the 
delivery of wood. For every 20 cords of fire- 
wood to be delivered by contract per month 
one negro shall be exempted, Negroes im- 
pressed under this order shell also be exempt- 
ed from worK on military railroads in other 
parts of the State, for which a draft will be 
made hereafter. The railroad company shall 
have the right to use any wood along the line 
of the railroad by paying to the owners there- 
of a fair compensation. This order is 
also applicable to the counties of Bullitt, 
Nelson, and Jefierson, and Lieut. Col. J. N. 
Stiles, 63d Indiana volunteers, commanding 
at Shepherdsville, is charged with the execu- 
tion of it in those counties.
